An approximate estimate 
abowa that at least, flftj per cent 
of all the eiifhth (irade iiupiln in 
the rural schools this year com- 
pleted the"work, teok the re- 
quired examination .-ind received 
their promotion certiticates. An 
optomistie consideration of these 
conditions indicate imprnvement 
in many ways: etficient teachers, 
loager taraa. uniform eoane of 
Rtiidv and daily profrram, more 
liberal laws, better equipped 
booaea and groanda. tavtther 
with some other thinirs that could 
be thought of. It all means 
pwgrasa. There are many other 
thinps that could l)e done to 
nial(e the schools of the county 
more efficient* and come nearer 
accomplishing the object of their 
mission, but 1 will mention only 
otie here. The sub-diataMa are 
too aaaalL We have too many 
acfaoola to maintain with the 
maana we have at hand. The 
work is not sufficiently amassed, 
but there are plans formulating 
which will help this condition. 
When this is done and other im- 
provements are brought to bear 
the country boy and girl will be 
able to complete the common 
aehool woric by the time they are 
thirteen or fourteen years old. 
This brings us face to face with 
another grave problem. What 
will we do with the common 
•dmlgraduata? Really tbia 
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The Statutee of Kentucliy re- 
qolro tbt hoallh oAom of each 
county in thii Mt» to hold a 
school of .iMlnelion for the 
phyaifliiM ud BiM-wlfaa. 

This meeting is to instruct the 
physicians and midwives how 
koat to profOBt OpthataBia Neon- 
atorium, which disease is causing 
so much blindness in this state. 

The law reqairoa the Health 
officers to hold these schools and 
it also requires the physicians 
and midwifea to attend them.

I hope you will let nothing 
prevent you from attending, that 
by mutual study we may all be 
itted and better prepared
